5 INTIMIDATED 

On the night of May 25，the 

SACA dissidents and about 15 
non-EBACA members set up 

the _ center to sell “The 
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Worker ”and cirulate a petition 
supporting the tenants of San 
Franciscos International Hotel. 


EBACA teachers and students 
arrived for classes and felt inti- 
midated by the group， When the 
teachers asked them to leave, the 
dissidents refused， They occuped 
the center and changed the locks 
themselves the next day. 


The EBACA circular states that 
“the fact that the whole thing 
happened so suddenly but was SO 
well organized .indicates that the 
action was Premeditated and 
planned. (Later we were told that 
they even- had clubs_ and sticks 
ready inside the center).” 


The dissidents say they Were just 
quicker to the punch， 

During the next few days after 
May 25, the students of EBACA'sS 
community school tried to organ- 
ize an open discussion of the split 
and the takeover of the center， 
During this time，the EBACA 
teachers were barred from the 
center and some memibers of the 
Asian Community Center in San 
Francisco tried to persuade the 
students to_ leave their teachers 
and join the new group at Danish 
Hall. 


OPEN 

Thirty-four 了 卫 BACA students 
called an open meeting at Lincoln 
School Auditorium on May 30, to 
discuss the takeover and the issues 
dividing the two factions，The 
dissidents boycotted the meeting， 
although they were informed 让 
would take place， One of them 
told East/West that they felt the 
meeting was tacked against them. 


That same night matters turned 
ugly， About 30 of the EBACA 
regulars went back to the center， 
They persuaded- the landlady to 
opert the hall so that they could 
take out some of the supplies. Just 
as they were leaving, according to 
the circular,“several cars began to 
arrive with people wearing hard 
hats，evidently prepared for 
action.” Some of the people 
supporting the dissidents were 
“white males” carrying baseball 
bats” said oneEBACA mermber， 


Later than night,， four EBACA 
supporters were chased in their 
van, “and felt their lives were 
being threatened.”They ended up 
going into a police station for 
safety. The next morning，sSome- 
one broke into the van，took the 
supplies and two bags of rice and 
slashed the van's tires. The school 
supplies eventuaHy wound UP 
back at the center，but the rice 
bags were never Teturned. 

FAILED 

Further mediation efforts by the 
adult students and the youth 
group also failed， The dissidents 
accused the others of not wanting 
to build the workers'struggle” and 
of “using bureaucratic rules and 
giving us the run around.”They

also opened up the center to 
groups such as Garment Workers 
Organized and the May First 
Workers Organization, Last week 
they were active in publicizing the 
“Rich Off Our Backs” demonstra- 
tion in San Francisco. The demon- 
stration Was co-Sponsored by 
groups such as Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War and the Revolu- 
tionary Communist Party. 


The group that now occupies 
the Danish Hall feels that the- 
EBACA leaders have blown the 
incidents out of proportion，Bnut 
the teachers and some of the 
students told East/Vest that they 
were disturbed by the “gangster 
tactics” and the dissidents “coup 
detat.… 

East/West talked to several of 
the teachers and some of their 
adult students. One teacher' said， 
“they had it all Planned，They 
refused to come to the open 
imeeting .called by the students, 
Added one ”Cantonese-speaking 
student, “It is a _ serious matter. 
They took the center. What is the 
purpose in getting the centery The 
teachers let them sell their paper， 
Wetried several times to get them 
to talk without success，We came 
half-way.” 


INTENTIONS 

“They may have good inten- 
tions,，but they dont have correct 
methods,”says one teacher,.“The 
two are not separate， If they 
continue to make these mistakes 
and _ cannot accept self-criticism， 
they are going down a dead end. 
Intentions and actions are insep- 
arable.” 


The EBACA teachers feel that 
the takeover will ultimately work 
against the other faction，They 
“want to_ organize in the work 
place，but they dont bejlieve in 
democratic rights,， Says one 
teacher. One teacher says the 
dissidents are interested more in 
political issues than in discrim- 
ination battles in:the Asian com- 
munity。One dissident member 
reacted strongly to this criticism 
by saying they could organize on 
both levels， 


The issue of politics Versus 
concentrating ” ones efforts on 
Asian or Chinese American com- 
munity issues has plagued Pro- 
gressive grIOuUps in San Francisco 
also，The progressives have tried 
to sweep their differences under 
the rug，for the “sake of the 
movement.”In Oakland, the issue 
could not be swept under the rug. 
Thesplit seems permanent，

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Canada Bars Taipel

MONTHREAL 一 The Canadian 
government made it known 1last 
week that ii has refused to perm 站 
athletes from Taiwan into Canada 
unless they promise not to compete 
as the Bepablic of China team: 

The_ Canadian decision，taken 
under prodding from Peking，was 
disclosed in a letter to Lord 
Killanin，Ppresident of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee， 
from Mitchell Sharp，acting secre- 
tary of state for external affairs， 

Sharp pointed out that Canada 
“discouraged all official contact 
with Taiwan in order to avoid 
compromising its China policy 
formulated after establishing ofi- 
cial ties with Peking in 1970 and 
severing relations with Taipei.” 

DENY ENTRY 

Sharp wrote that the Peking 
government had formally ，re- 
quested the Canadian govern- 
ment deny entry to all participants 
from Taiwan but that Canada 
would accept them 让 they do not 
use a team designation that in- 
cludes the word “China.” 

Lord Killian -said that the 
Canadian Position was in “com- 
plete conflict”with the Olympic 
principles forbidding discrimina- 
tion against Participants oO 
grounds of race, religion or Politi- 
cal affiliation . 

He also saidq that Testrictions 
suggested by Sharp were in 
“breach of conditions under which 


10,000 Swear In 


as Naturalized 
U.S. Citizens 


WASHINGTON 一 More than 
10,000 persons were Sworn in as 
naturalized U.S. citizens in Special 
July 4, Bicentennial ceremonies in 
a.dozen cities around the United 
States， 

An additional 3,000 person took 
the oath of citizenship in cere- 
monies in conjunction with the 
Bicentennial celebration， which 
were held on other days over the 
July 4 weekend and during the 
following week，including 500 
persons on July 6 in the Veterans， 
War Memorial Auditorium of San 
Erancisco， 

The number becoming U.S， 
citizens Tanged from a high of 
about 7,000 on Independence Day 
in Miami to one person in Wolf 
Point， Montana on July 7，Leon- 
ard EChapman，Jr.，Commis- 
sioner of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, said. More 
than 100 different_ nationalities 
were Tepresented by the persons 
becoming new citizens， 

The 10,000 was one of the 
largest groups ever SWorn in as 
citizens on a single dqay, but not a 
record，On November 11，1954;

TOKYO 一 A Chinese diplomat 
has been sent back to Peking after 
he was caught shop-lifting here 
Tecently. 

Sankei Shimbun newspaper 
identified the diplomat as Chiang 
Pei-chu，second secretary at the 
Chinese Embassy in Tokyo， 

Police declined to comment on 
the newspaper report. 

Sankei Shimbun quoted police 
as Saying Chiang was caught in a 
clothing store June 19 when he 
tried to leave without paying for 
several pairs of underwear he 
picked out and placed in a Paper 
Sack， 

The report said Chiang refused 
to _ give his name to authorities 
when he was arrested， Police 
contacted the Embassy and re- 
ceived his identification， 

Police were quoted as saying 
that Chiang was freed because he 
was a diplomat and the items he 
picked were worth only abonut 
2,000 yen ($6.66). 

They said Chiang told them he 
had no intention of committing 
the crime and he merely picked

GOALS 
These are also the goals of Bud- 


| dha and Christ，except that the 


means of achieving it are differ- 
ent. The prophets prefer to do 让 
the slow way 一 through non- 
violence and patience, and through 
many jlifetimes:
